I see by the Chicago papers that an early 
orgenization of the militia is urged upon the 
governor, as though no attention had been 
paid to the subject. The simple truth is, that 
last month an enrollment of the entire militia 
of the State was ordered. Enroliing officers 
bave been appointed by the governor in every 
county im the State, and are now busily at 
work. Muster rolls, instractions, &., have 
been sent by the adjutant general to every 
county, and as sven as the enrollment is com- 
pleted, a complete militia organization will 
be enforced. In the meantime, there stands 
the very plain law of May 34, 1961, allowing 
volunteer militia companies.
